Teachers using public buildings; 
selectmen wearing political buttons 


By Lisa A.Boudreau 

Recently an Andover resident, 
Tom McCarron, 18 Morton St., 
raised the question of the teach- 
ers’ union using a public build- 
ing to push a political cause. The 
union used West Middle School 
auditorium Sept. 27 for what 
they called a forum on Question 
3, and did not pay rent for the 
time. Mr. McCarron maintained 
that it was a rally and not a fo- 


rum, charging that both sides of 


the question were not presented. 

To rent the West Middle 
School auditorium during after 
school hours for an evening 
would cost a non-profit group 
$60, plus $20 per hour for a custo- 
dian if more than 50 people use 
the hall. A for-profit event at the 
auditorium would cost $100 plus 
the custodial costs. On Sundays 
the price for custodians increas- 
es to $26 per hour. 

Mr. McCarron also believes 
the presence of state Rep. Susan 
Tucker (D-Andover), who was in 
the audience and who spoke 
when the audience members 
were asked for comments, was 
clearly one sided representation 
of the CLT issue. Mrs. Tucker 
does not favor Question 3. 

“Susan Tucker got up on her 
own to speak,” said Thomas 
Meyers, a teacher at Doherty 
Middle School, who acted as 
moderator/host of the meeting. 

Mr. Meyers, of 17 Rennie 
Drive, also pointed out that Mrs. 
Tucker’s political opponent, 


yary Coon, 27 Korinthian Way, 
who favors the CLT petition, 
didn’t take the opportunity to 
speak when the audience was 
asked for comments. 

Randy Hanson, Andover’s 
town clerk, said Mrs. Tucker’s 
presence in the audience wasn’t 
illegal or improper in any way 
because she didn’t initiate the 
meeting and attended it as a pri- 
vate citizen of Andover. 

“A lot of people forget that 
representatives live in the towns 
they serve and they do have a 
right to attend public functions 
and speak their minds, 
said Ms. Hanson, 

Ms. Hanson also said that 
equal access to the forum was 
not denied because no one who 
wished to speak against CLT was 
denied the opportunity. 


What about buttons? 

In a related matter, Selectman 
Gerald Silverman, 56 Dufton 
Road, said he is within his rights 
to wear a “Vote no on Question 
3” button during meetings of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

“Kevin Burke, the district at- 
torney, gave me his legal opinion 
~ that I am within my First 
Amendment rights...(But) If I 
talked about the issue while I 
was on camera (meetings are 
broadcast by Heritage Cablevi- 
sion) and then pointed to the but- 
ton as I spoke about the issue 
then there would be a problem,” 
said Mr. Silverman.

Hearings set on 
selling water to 
North Reading 


The state Water Resources 
Commission will hold two public 
hearings Tuesday, Oct. 30, regarding 
the sale of Andover town water to 
North Reading. 

Andover voters at the June Town 
Meeting gave the _ selectmen 
permission to enter into a contract for 
the sale. The deal could supply North 
Reading with up to 1.5 million gallons 
of water a day. 

The first hearing will be in the 
North Reading Town Hall at 3 p.m. The 
hearing in Andover is at 7:30 p.m. in 
the Memorial Hall Library. 

Ralph H. Goodno, executive director 
of the Merrimack River Watershed 
Council, said his group will attend 
both hearings.

The Water Resource Commission 
approved North Reading’s application 
for the transfer on Sept. 10. That only 
means that all the information needed 
to make a decision was complete. The 
WRC now has 60 days to hold public 
hearings, then another 60 days to make 
a decision.

Nov. 6 ballot that calls for tax and fee 
rollbacks to 1988 levels. 

Sheila Walsh, of Campaign for 
Massachusetts Future, a group 
opposed to Question 3, said cuts 
already have been made during the 
past 18 months that have hurt 
education in the state. 

“Cuts have already happened in 
elder affairs, childcare and education 
and Question 3 would create more 
chaos,” Ms. Walsh said. 

Donald Burkholtz, a senior research 
associate at the Mass. Taxpayers 
Association and a specialist in state 
and local fiscal relations, said passage 
of Question 3 would affect the state’s 
bond rating and increase the amount 
of interest paid on loans. 

“If there is anything the business 
and economic community dislikes it is 
instability...Question 3 will bring 
instability,” he said. 

“The situation is bad enough as it is. 
It seems foolish and it doesn’t make 
sense to make it worse,” by passing 
Question 3. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
and Andres Salazar, chairman of the 
School Committee, agreed Andover 
wouldn't loose as much local aid as 
communities such as Lawrence if the 
CLT petition passes, but each said the 
level of services in town, including 
education, would have to be reduced.

Here’s some quick 
meal accompaniments

This “quick recipe” column features 
accompaniments to the main entree or lun- 
cheon suggestions. I will include a quick

Corn and clam chowder 

Preparation time: 15 minutes. 

Cooking time: 5 minutes, 

3 slices bacon 

1 med. onion, chopped 

1 7-02. can minced clams with juice 

1 can cream style corn 

1 cup milk 

1/2 cup light cream 

1/4 cup chablis 

Fry bacon until crisp and drain on paper 
towels. Cook onions in 1 and 1/2 tablespoons 
of bacon dripping until transparent.

NORTH READING 
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2 Andover women wrote about Civil War 


By Virginia Lopez Begg 

The Civil War, that greatest of American 
dramas, was far more than blood and battles, 
Its very act and scene was played out on the 
intimate state of the individual heart. Words, 
as well as events, helped shape that drama 
and some of the most affecting were written 
by two women with deep ties to the town of 
Andover. One was instrumental in starting 
the war and the other, at its close, bound up 
the wounds of the grief-stricken, 

The first is, of course, Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, whose 1852 “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” 
inflamed public opinion against slavery 
through her vividly drawn characters, Uncle 
Tom, Little Eva and the rest. Mrs, Stowe did 
not write her famous book in Andover but 
moved here shortly after its publication, 
While here, she defended her work in “A Key 
to Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” She lived in Andover 
for 12 years, in a stone house at 80 Bartlet St., 
and is buried in the Chapel Cemetery. 

The other writer, little known today 
beyond university departments of English, is 
Elizabeth Stuart Phelps. Daughter and 
granddaughter of two significant Andover 
figures, the then-unknown Mrs, Phelps wrote 
her first novel during the rigors of a New 
England winter in the unheated attic of her 
father’s house, Published in 1868, “The Gates 
Ajar” was an immediate sensation. The 
book, written in the first person by the fic- 
tional sister of a soldier killed in battle, 
describes how the anguished young woman 
comes to terms with her loss, Selling tens of 
thousands, “The Gates Ajar” poured healing 
balm on many a suffering heart after the war 
that took more American lives than any 
other, 

Who were these two literary women who 
bracketed the Civil War with what turned 
out to be the best work that either of them 
was to do? 

Born in 1811 in Litchfield, Conn., Harriet 
Beecher Stowe was part of a family that bris-

tled with eminent preachers and writers. Her 
father was a well-known Congregational 
minister and her mother, loving both plants 
and metaphysics, bore nine children before 
her death when Harriet was only 4. In fact, 
Harriet could remember little of her mother 
beyond the guilty recollection of a cherished 
bag of tulip bulbs the little girl shared with 
her brothers and sisters, 

In 1832, the family moved to Cincinnati, 
then considered the Athens of the frontier. 
Harriet, her girlhood ridden by Puritan anxi- 
eties, married one of her own kind, Calvin 
Stowe, in 1836, Her husband was nine years 
her senior and a graduate of the Andover 
Theological Seminary, an institution that 
shaped this town perhaps more than any 
other. (It is now known as the Andover- 
Newton Theological Institution and is locat- 
ed in Newton.) 

The couple produced five children in 
seven years, Their relationship, however, 
was marred by an “odd couple” conflict — he 
wanted his paper folded just so and she was 
apt to forget mealtimes while working in her

Only her ability to earn money with 
her pen saved the day, as Calvin lapsed into 
financial and emotional dependence upon 
Harriet. The family left Cincinnati for 
Maine, where Calvin taught at Bowdoin and 
Harriet wrote the book that gripped two con- 
tinents. 

In 1852, the Stowes moved to Andover. 
Friends remember windows filled with 
plants, and newspapers of the day report 
Harriet entering her flowers in the town’s 
agricultural fair. Andover was glad to wel- 
come the famous writer but was perhaps 
awed by the parade of notables who came to 
see her. Rumors flew around conservative 
Andover, however. Some whispered that 
Harried had Episcopalian leanings and oth- 
ers that she attended the theater in Boston. 

The Stowes left Andover in 1864 when 
Calvin retired. Harried continued to write 
and mother both her husband and her brood 
of now-adult children. Tragedy stalked the 
family when one son drowned while a stu- 
dent at Dartmouth and another battled alco- 
holism that dated from wounds he received 
at Gettysburg. Until her death in 1896, how- 
ever, Harriet Beecher Stowe enjoyed world- 
wide literary fame and the reverence of 
many. 

Elizabeth Stuart Phelps, born in 1844, was 
the granddaughter of Andover Theological 
Seminary professor Moses Stuart, a renown 
scholar. Elizabeth, like Harriet, lost her 
mother while a child. She then took her 
mother’s name as a tribute to her memory. 
Although she was not born in Andover, she 
moved here at the age of 8 when her father, 
Austin Phelps, became a professor at the 
seminary.

Marching band does it again 


Musicians win third consecutive division competition 


The Andover High School Marching 
Band, 1989 champion of the New Eng- 
land Scholastic Band Association’s Di- 
vision II, won its third consecutive 
competition by taking first-place hon- 
ors in Division II Sunday, 

Fifteen bands from Maine, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts partici- 
pated in the event, which was held at 
Portsmouth, N.H. Co-hosts of the com- 
petition were Manchester West and 
Portsmouth high schools, 

Andover received special awards 
for high percussion and music scores. 
In winning first place this week, the 
band brought home a silver medal for 
scoring 79.5 points, 

Band members and their parents 
had anticipated soggy conditions. 
“Whenever we compete at Portsmouth, 
it rains,” said Tom Ciaccia, past Band 
Parents Organization president and fa- 
ther of Color Guard Kathy Ciaccia. 
This year the contest was blessed with 
a spectacular autumn afternoon and 
crisp temperatures, which made for 
ideal marching conditions, Mr. Ciaccia 
said. 

Bands from all four divisions re- 
sponded by presenting colorful artistic 
routines, More than 3,000 spectators 


watched the efforts of bands ranging in 
size from North Reading’s 28 members 
to Westbrook, Maine’s 146-musician 
retinue, 

Andover began its performance 
with its rendition of “My Favorite 
Things.” The color guard carried an 
enormous red and white “flag” for the 
opening of the routine. This was the 
first time the 14 girls in the color guard 
used the giant sheet in competition. 
Led by Capt. Laurie Pelletier, the color 
guard manipulated the 10-square-yard 
fabric as the on-shore breezes rippled 
across it. 

Another addition to the band’s rou- 
tine was a new exit procedure. While 
an ensemble of players provided fast- 
paced jazz, the band and color guard 
did a quick-step serpentine maneuver 
off the field. The routine ended in a 
“tail.”

Peter Ikemoto, trombonist Ben Medler,

Triton Regional High School placed 
second, also receiving a silver medal 
for scoring 78.1 points. Triton took spe- 
cial awards for best drum major and 
band front/color guard. 

The third Division II band was from 
Nashua, N.H., which received a bronze 
medal for achieving a total of 58.6 
points. 

Two bands competed in Division I: 
Lynnfield and North Reading high 
schools, each of which received bronze 
medals. First-place winner North 
Reading scored 68.8 points and awards 
for high percussion and music scores. 
Lynnfield won the special awards for 
best drum major and band front; its 
score was 65.6, 

Bands comprising 41 to 53 musi- 
cians make up Division IJ, in which 
six groups participated.

Melrose’s work was also rewarded 
by recognition for best band front and 
high music score.

School board eyes 3 finalists

superintendent of Westboro schools; and 
Richard Sagar is former superintendent of 
Cazenovia, N.Y., schools and presently an 
educational consultant. : 

About 35 parents, teachers and adminis- 
trators were in the audience to listen to the 
candidates’ responses. The committee 
received 88 written questions from the com- 
munity last week, for the finalists. The com- 
mittee chose a few of those questions to ask 
the three candidates Monday. 

The three finalists were interviewed sepa- 
rately for 45 minutes and asked about budget- 
ing and finance, motivating an aging 
teaching staff and their philosophies on edu- 
cation and administration. Finally, each was 
asked why he or she wants to come to 
Andover. 

Mr. McQuillan, who has a doctorate in 
education, was the first finalist before the 
committee. He said the core values in the 
Andover school system such as low pupil- 
teacher ratios are values he would like to see 
preserved even in times of financial con- 
straints. Mr. McQuillan said he would like to 
move to Andover because he shares the 
town’s commitment to providing quality edu- 
cation for children. 

“I’m willing to move to Andover and raise 
my family here and enroll my daughter in 
the schools,” he said. 

He believes Andover’s aging teaching and 
administrative staff is a challenge for any 
new superintendent. The goal would be to 
hire a staff that would carry Andover schools 
into the 21st century. 

“l’m a match for this organization. Even 
though things are tough I see great chal- 
lenges and real opportunities,” said Mr. 
McQuillan. 

Ms. Gress, who is working on a doctorate 
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of education degree, was the second finalist 
before the committee. 

She said working on school budgets in the 
present economic climate is a matter deter- 
mining priorities and supporting them. To 
identify these priorities she’d poll parents, 
teachers and administrators. 

If a school’s teaching staff lacks motiva- 
tion there are many programs and incentives 
that could be implemented to acknowledge 
teaching excellence where it exists and nur- 
ture it where it is needed, she said. 

She said she was encouraged by Andover’s 
student population because it’s small enough 
to allow a superintendent to be visible in the 
school system and institute policies. She said 
it is not so large that the superintendent 
would be just a paper pusher. 

“I’m impressed with the potential in 
Andover,” she said. 

Mr. Sagar, who is also working on his doc- 
torate in education, was the final candidate 
before the committee. He said when cutting 
budgets he would try to leave classrooms in 
tact. 

Mr. Sagar said fiscal constraints and an 
aging staff are exciting challenges, not obsta- 
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cles in maintaining a quality 
school system. 

“I’ve always been a risk 
taker...someone who can effectu- 
ate change,” he told the commit- 
tee. 


The School Committee plans 
to choose the new superintdent- 
nt of schools before Nov. 3. 


The new superintendent will 
begin in January, when 
Superintendent Kenneth Seifert 
leaves for a six-month sabbati- 
cal, 


Dr. Seifert will officially 
retire in June 1991, after 22 
years as the head of Andover’s 
public schools.

could use more, especially in west An- 
dover. 

“T think we can get more out of what 
we have if we do it right. But I’m not

Chief Hayes said. 


The size of a community’s fire de- 
partment depends on a number of fac- 
tors, not the least of which is the rating 
given to the town by the Insurance Ser- 
vices Office, fire insurance underwrit- 
ers, according to the chief. 

The rating the town gets from the 
ISO affects insurance costs. 

The ISO looks at the fire equipment, 
personnel and training, as well as the 
town’s roads, traffic population and 
many other factors. The National Fire 
Protection Association also sets equip- 
ment and personnel standards for de- 
partments to meet. 

In the end though, it’s up to the peo- 
ple of the town, the chief said. 

“It's up to the community and what 
they can afford. That’s what it all comes 
down. to,” he said, 


Massachusetts election laws, to get on

After Mr. DeBethencourt withdrew 
to run for county commissioner, the 
Republican party scheduled a caucus 
for June 5 and elected Ms. Castillo as 
the district’s Republican candidate.

Anti-Incumbent sentiment 

Sen. McGovern is concerned with 
the anti-incumbent sentiment 
prevailing in the state, and she hopes 
voters will discriminate among 
candidates and pointed to her own 
split with the current administration. 

“T already have separated myself 
from the Dukakis administration,” she 
said. 

Her separation was marked by a 
refusal to accept the governor’s budget 
two years ago, but it goes back even 
further than that, the senator said. 

“T think there has been a distancing 


that has been going on for the better 
part of three years,” she said. 
Economy 

A recession is in progress not only 
in Massachusetts and the northeast 
but throughout the country, according 
to Sen. McGovern. She described what 
the talk shows are calling a “national 
anger.” 

“T believe there’s a national social 
upheaval going on,” she said. “For 
some reason we're missing that.” 

The recession is being felt more 
severely in Massachusetts because of 
Gov. Dukakis’ presidential bid and 
because of a softening in the data 
processing industry that was so strong 
before, the senator said. 

“We have further to fall,” Sen. 
McGovern said. “We've been in this in 
Massachusetts for a couple of years 
now. My guess is it will take us a little 
while to get out of it.” 

Achievements 

Sen. McGovern has been in office 
since 1981 and chairwoman of the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee 
since 1985. The power and authority of 
her position is sometimes over 
estimated and misunderstood, she 
said. 

The 14-member Ways and Means 


Committee deals with fiscal issues and 
puts out the Senate’s version of the 
budget, but is only a cog in the 
legislative wheel, according to the 
senator. 

She is proud of her role in helping 
rescue Lawrence General Hospital 
from financial ruin in 1988. 

Riverfront Park, in Lawrence on the 
Andover border, is another project for 
which State sen.. McGovern takes felt 
good about. 

“These are the kind of things I 
enjoy,” she said. “I enjoy working with 
education. I enjoy working with the 
environment.” 

Abortion 

“T support Roe vs. Wade, neither an 
extension of it nor a diminution of it,” 
Sen. McGovern said. “I support it, 
always have.” 

Roe vs. Wade is a supreme court 
decision which allows for elective 
abortions within the first 24 weeks of a 
pregnancy. 

Ms. Castillo does not favor abortion. 

“T am basically pro-life, but I have 
two heads here, As an attorney, I have 
to obey Roe vs, Wade,” she said. 

Through education, Ms. Castillo 
wants to reduce the need for abortion. 
Workfare 

Ms. Castillo is strongly in favor of 
the Workfare program and wants to 
totally revamp it.

Eating out goes back a long way 


The history of public eating services 
is probably as ancient as the Old 
Testament, which frequently refers to 
inns. 

“Restaurant” has its origin in the 
latin root word, “restaurare’’ which 
means “to restore.” In the 16th century, 
this Latin root word was applied to a 
spicy broth and called a “restorative 
beverage.” Later it was applied to other 
“restorative” foods, especially gravy, 
soups, bouillions, and similar prepara- 
tions. 

The honor for creating the first 
“businessmen’s lunch’’ apparently 
belongs to a chap named Segius 
Locates, a Roman inkeeper in 50 B.C. 
He devised the feature for ship brokers 


who were too busy to go home. 

Some authorities claim that the 
“medieval” history of the restaurant 
industry began during the French 
Revolution in 1789, when hiding aristo- 
crats were fed in secret by their ser- 
vants. These rendezvous became 
known to other aristocrats who were 
willing to pay a small charge for well- 
cooked meals, 

Chaucer's Canterbury pilgrims used 
to gather prior to their journeys to the 
shrine of St. Thomas A. Becket to dine 
and revel. They also held inners there 
after they returned, at which time the 
best teller of stories during the pilgrim- 
age was rewarded with a free meal and 
feted. 


Was tipping once done before the meal? 


The word “tips” is said to have origi- 
nated from the first letters of the phrase 
“to insure prompt service.” Since most 
tipping is done after the service has 

-been performed, it would appear to 
reward rather than to insure good ser- 
vice. 

But why should tipping be a prereq- 
uisite for being served promptly and 
courteously? 

Frankly, some don’t think that it is. 
Rather, they believe the custom must

have originated as a sort of status sym- 
bol on the part of the served to demon- 
strate their ability to pay for special 
treatment. 

For many years, waitresses, waiters, 
bellboys and other service employees in 
many large hotels, restaurants and 
clubs not only worked for their tips 
alone but actually paid for the privilege 
of working, 

With the advent of the minimum 
wage laws, this custom was abolished.

Great 
expectations 


Andover’s schools are at a 
crossroads. Heretofore, the 
schools have had an excellent 
reputation. In fact, ask any person 
who sells real estate in Andover — 
chances are people looking to 
move here give the schools as one 
of the main reasons. 

Now change is coming. First, 
Kenneth Seifert is leaving. He’s 
been superintendent of schools for 
the past 22 years. The School 
Committee will make its decision 
of which of three finalists to hire 
Tuesday, Oct. 30. It’s a crucial 
decision. Residents who know the 
finalists or who sat in this week 
on the public interviews and who 
have a strong opinion or comment 
to make should speak with a 
member of the School Committee 
before the Oct. 31. 

We would like to suggest that 
the school board choose the 
candidate who members believe 
will have the highest expectations 
for Andover’s public schools. A 
study recently released by the 
Rand Corporation backs up what 
we all know: Schools that foster 
high expectations for their 
students are the ones whose 
children are most likely to 
succeed. 

That is even more pertinent 
today because Massachusetts 
schools are struggling with 
dwindling budgets and the only 
way we in Andover can really 
make up the difference is in 
attitude. 


Teachers, parents and 
volunteers in the schools will have 
to take up the slack. With more 
parents involved, and it looks like 
they will be, children should do 
better. Children will learn that 
their achievement in school is a 
priority item for parents. 

The new superintendent, being 
the leader of the public school 
system, must be a person who 
expects the Andover schools to 
continue to be excellent, even with 
shrinking, budgets.

Tucker did a 
good job with

I would like to take this opportunity 
to thank Rep. Susan Tucker for her 
strong support of workfare. The wel- 
fare system is a mess. 

The incentives are all wrong. From 
one generation to the next, it perpetu- 
ates the debilitating cycle of dependen- 
cy it was intended to eliminate. Rep. 
Susan Tucker was one of only a hand- 
ful of progressives on Beacon Hill who 
had the guts to tackle the welfare mess 
by supporting a simple basic reform 
called workfare.

The following letter was sent to U.S. 
Rep. Chet Atkins with a copy to the 
Townsman. 

Dear Congressman Atkins: 

I want to take this opportunity to 
express my great disappointment re- 
garding your Oct. 5 vote opposing the 
compromise deficit reduction budget 
agreement. 

Like you, I am a liberal Democrat. 
Like you, I believe that one function of 
the federal government should be to en- 
sure that the financially less fortunate 
members of our society are guaranteed 


access, to those, essential services), 


which are readily available to the fi- 
nancially more prosperous members of 
our society. Like you, I believe that ev- 
eryone should be taught to read, add, 
subtract, multiple and divide. Like 
you, I believe that everyone should 
have access to preventative medicine 
and acute medical care. Like you, I be- 
lieve that everyone should have re- 
course to our judicial system. And like 
you, I believe that everyone should 
have adequate food, shelter and cloth- 
ing. 

In spite of these broad philosophical 
agreements, I believe that your Oct. 5 
vote against the bipartisan federal bud- 
get compromise is short sighted, self- 
serving and a demonstration of 
political cowardice. I know you sin- 
cerely believe that the proposed budget 
agreement allocates a disproportion- 
ately heavy financial burden on the 


Jniddle, lower-middle and lower class- 


es. However, any fiscally realistic fed- 
eral budget must cause at least some 
hardship to all members of our society 
because there is no politically realistic 
way to provide services to everybody 
without requiring that everybody pay 
for them. Obviously, it is not possible 
to create a budget compromise which 
will completely and simultaneously 
satisfy both conservatives and liberals, 
Republicans and Democrats, employ- 
ers and employees as well as urbanites, 
suburbanites and the rural peoples. 
Thus, the only solution to the feder- 
al budget fiasco is a compromise agree- 
ment which, of necessity, must alienate 
everybody. Along with many other res- 
idents of Massachusetts, I am disgusted 
with all the current federal politicians. 
As a group, you have demonstrated 
that you are incapable of solving those 
national problems which require fi- 
nancial sacrifice from your con- 
stituents and political compromise 
among your Congressional peers. Fur- 
ther, your vote against the compromise 
budget agreement demonstrates that 
your primary interest is to ensure that 
you retain your Congressional seat, 
even if this guarantees that our federal 
government will be unable to function. 
The time has come for a reappraisal 
of the rules of Congress. One way to en- 
sure that our national interests are bet- 
ter served is to eradicate the career 
politician. This can be accomplished by 
limiting the number of years any one 
person may serve in Congress. The 
same goal could also be advanced by re- 
ducing Congressional salaries and lim- 
iting the Congressional perks and 
retirement benefits. If these measures 
succeed in eliminating the career 
politician, it would become more likely 
that any given politician would vote 
their conscience and not their short- 
term self interests.

Primitive people 
take care of 
their young, old

This summer I spent my vacation on 
safari in Kenya. I was impressed by the 
constant and ever-present role that 
families and family units have in car- 
ing for their more vulnerable mem- 
bers. I was impressed by the elephants 
and the zebras and their behavior of 
encircling young or injured members 
when attacked by predators. 

I also observed the Masai people, 
who build a circle of huts surrounded 
by thorn bushes as a protection for 
their community members and live- 
stock. What struck me was the sur-

vival value of families and communities in 
times and places of difficulty and what a ba- 
sic idea it is when “survival of the fittest” is 
not the acceptable societal value, 

Since my return, I have been confronted 
with information on the impact that passage 
of Question 3 will have on an already crum- 
bling human services system. If the people of 
Massachusetts vote for passage of Question 
3, up to 40 percent of the important and vital 
services to our more vulnerable members of 
society will be eliminated, 

I observed very primitive societies and 
even many species in the animal kingdom 
value their dependent members, including 
older members. They instinctively try to pro- 
tect their lives when they are threatened. Yet 
our society, which can afford second homes, 
color TV’s, VCR’s and use more than 30 per- 
cent of the world’s energy resources, ques- 
tions our expenditures on the lives of our 
older and more vulnerable members. 

This Nov. 6, Question 3 on the ballot will 
ask voters if taxes already passed should be 
rescinded. To cut taxes now would take the 
life blood from an already crippled human 
service network. The most vulnerable of our 
society, young and old alike, could be hurt. 

Are we simply a “survival of the fittest” 
society after all or are we a society that 
makes sacrifices and, yes, even takes some 
risks in caring for those least able to care for 
themselves? Since July our Home Care Pro- 
gram for elders has already seen cuts of over 
12 percent. 

I hope the voters of Massachusetts vote no 
on Question 3. In my opinion, Question 3 is 
devastating for our economy and will hurt 
the elders of our society.

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Here's a summary of 2 ballot questions 


Six questions will be on the Nov. 6 election 
ballot. Last week, the Townsman published a 
summary of the first two questions, In this 
issue, there’s a summary of questions 3 and 
4, Next week, it will be questions 5 and 6. 

The information on the questions comes 
from the office of the secretary of state. The 
summaries of the questions were written by 
the state attorney general and the statements 
describing the effect of a yes or no vote were 
written by the secretary of state. 

Question 3: Changing laws concerning 
State taxes and fees; roll taxes back to the 
1988 level. 

Summary: This proposed law would 
change the state income tax rate, affect lan- 
guage contained in certain tax provisions, 
and regulate the setting of fees by state agen- 
cies and authorities. 

The proposed law would set the state 
income tax rate on Part B taxable income (in 
general, earned income) at 4.25 percent for 
1991 and 4.625 percent for 1992, except for 
income from unemployment compensation, 
alimony, Massachusetts bank interest, rental 
income, pension and annuity income, and 
IRA/Keogh deductions, which would be 
taxed at 5 percent. 

The proposed law also provides that the 
fee imposed by any state agency or authority 
shall be no more than the fee that was in 
effect on or before June 30, 1988, 

The state secretary of administration 
would determine the amount to be charged 
for any service, registration, regulation, 
license, fee, permit or other public function, 
except for the rates of tuition or fees at state 
colleges and universities or any fees or 
charges relative to the administration and 
operation of the state courts, 

Any increase or decrease in a fee, or the 
establishment of any new fee, would require 
the approval of the Legislature, Any increase 
in a fee would not apply to persons 65 years of 
age or older. 

No state agency or authority could collect 
any fee that exceeds the administrative costs 
directly incurred by the state agency or 
authority to produce and process the applica- 
tion for any license or permit. The secretary 
of administration must report information 
concerning fees to the Legislature on an 
annual basis. 

The proposed law provides that for tax 
periods commencing on or after Jan, 1, 1991, 
language in certain provisions of the 
Massachusetts general laws relating to taxes 
shall be the same as it was on Aug, 2, 1989, or 
the effective date of the proposed law, 
whichever language yields less tax revenue.

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Board approves 3-article 
warrant for Nov. 13

Selectmen Monday night approved a 
three-article warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting that includes cutting $645,000 from 
the budget approved in June. 

The Special Town Meeting is scheduled 
for Tuesday, Nov. 13, at 7 p.m. at the J. 
Everett Collins Center. The last day to regis- 
ter to vote at the Special Town Meeting will 
be Saturday, Nov. 3, from noon to 8 p.m. at 
the town clerk’s office. 

Just three articles have been posted to the 
warrant, one from the town for the budget 
cuts and two private articles to re-allocate 
funds. 

The proposed cuts include $146,000 from 
municipal maintenance, $205,648 from school 
salaries, $93,352 from other school expenses, 
$120,000 from insurance expenses and $80,000 
from the health insurance fund. 


The two private articles request transfer- 
ring up to $130,000 between accounts in the 
municipal maintenance and public works 
budgets in order to fund salaries. Five posi- 
tions were cut in those departments this 
week due to budget constraints, 

The proposed budget cuts will mean 
municipal maintenance will have to defer 
plans to install a security system in the high 
school, delete an asbestos removal program 
and reduce spending on the public safety 
building.

Increased teacher-pupil ratios in the 
classrooms, delayed building maintenance 
and lower-paid, less-experienced teachers 
hired to replace veteran retired staff are just 
some of the effects of reducing the schools’ 
budget $299,000.

“T do not support it. Wall Street will 
suspend our bond rating. It will cost 
tens of millions of dollars in interest 
alone.” 

Castillo — Yes. 

“Tt will force spending discipline 
and” force priorities. “Of course, there 
will be some tough choices. 

“Tf the cuts should go too far, once 
we get into the restructuring, I will be 
in a better position than my opponent 
to negotiate with anti tax (sentiment) 

‘to accept the CLT petition because my 
opponent is already known for her 
extreme pro-tax, pro-spending views.” 

Question 4, Changing require- 
ments for political parties and candi- 
dates. 

Coon — Yes. 

“(I support) the question, which 
would make the ballot, and therefore 
elected office, more accessible to 
minority party candidates.” 

Tucker — Yes. 

“T think the process should be 
opened up. Democrats and 
Republicans have a lock on it now.” 

Castillo —- Undecided. 

“T am undecided on number four. 
On one hand I am not too clear how 
they have proposed it.” 

Ms. Castillo said she is unsure

“It’s the cities and towns being able 
to manage, it’s the predictability.” 

But Question 5 is not a stopgap for 
Question 3, according to Rep. Tucker. 

“People that are saying Question 5 
will save Question 3 — it still won’t 
work.” 

The 40 percent of revenues reserved 
for the cities and towns will still be 40 
percent of $2 billion less, she said. 

Coon — Yes. 

“Cities and towns have had to share 
too much of the burden of the state’s 
fiscal problems. Cities and towns have 
a right to a share of the state revenue. 

“Tt is important to vote yes on 
Question 5, in conjunction with a yes 
on question 3, so that local aid will be 
protected.” 

McGovern — No. 

“That is in conflict with Question 3. 
If both pass, we are going to have prob- 
lems. It would leave no money for state 
government.” 

She supported a fixed minimum 
allocation to cities and towns last June, 
but for 28 percent of income, sales and 
corporate taxes, not the 40 percent of 
this proposal. 

“Tt goes too far. In the good times it’s 
fairly easy to support, in the bad times 
it’s difficult.” 

During the 1980s, as federal funding 
for programs was being cut, the state 
was able to pick up the slack because of 
the boom economy, according to Sen. 
McGovern. At the same time, the state

was increasing local aid because of 
Proposition 2 1/2. Now, with the slug- 
gish economy, the state doesn’t have 
the money to guarantee such a large 
block of allocations, according to the 
senator. 

“The more that our hands are tied, 
the more problematic it is going to 
become.” 

“We're in an era when we're simply 
going to have to deal with less in every 
area of our lives.” 

Castillo — Yes. 

“Unequivocally. Those are the 
monies that have been needed for some 
time for cities and towns and can be 
used for certain basic needs. It will be a 
help in putting cities and towns back 
on their feet. 

“This will take some of the strain 
from the property taxes.” 

Question 6. Free and equal broad- 
cast time for candidates 

Coon - No. 

“The question is too broad and goes 
against our country’s free enterprise 
system.” 

Tucker — Yes. 

“Until we can control television 
time, we can’t control the expenditure 
side (of campaigning). Money is ruin- 
ing American politics.” 

Castillo — No. 

“Even though the idea might be 
appealing, it’s against the free enter- 
prise system. If you are going to take a 
service, you should pay for a service.” 

McGovern — No. 

“Again, it goes too far.” 


The way the question is written, it 
could allow thousands of candidates, 
for town, city county or just about any 
other election, to apply for free televi- 
sion time, according to the senator. 

“If you read that question, I think it

check, you should be able to work 20 
hours for the city,” Ms. Castillo said. 
“Put people to work.” 

Sen. McGovern voted in favor of a 
Workfare bill in the Senate, 
according to Joan Fallon, an aide to 
the senator. 

“Her feeling all along has been 
that people that can work should 
work,” Ms. Fallon said. 


Is eight enough? 

Sen. McGovern supports limiting 
the number of years a politician can 
serve in office, but she’s not sure 
what the number of years should be. 
Still, she values good, seasoned 
legislators. 

“Tl worry about losing those good 
people,” she said. 

But she also recognizes that being 
in office too long creates problems. 

“It’s clear to me we have to limit. I 
think the debate will be where the 
limit comes,” she said. 

Most of the jobs are self limiting, 
she said, explaining that an office 
holder who doesn’t move on and or 
up is not effective. 

“The institution, in a way, forces 
you to move on,” she said. 

After five years at the helm of the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee, 
the senator said she couldn’t stay in 
that position for 10 years, nor would 
she want to. 


Ms. Castillo agrees on limiting 
terms, and she has a number in 
mind. 

“I'm for three terms, which is six 
years,” Ms. Castillo said. 
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
